SHOT BY SENATOR STOKES 


Testimony Showed That the Preacher 
Fired First, and Stokes Was 


Williamson, W; Va., May 15.—This morn- 
ing state senator 8. D. Stokes stood up 
in the court room and pleaded “not 
guilty”’ to the indictment accusing him 
of the murder of Rev. J. J: Woll; a Pres- 
byterian minister here, last November. 

The trial is the final outcome of Rev. 
Woll’s sensational sermon in which Wil- 
liamson society came under the sharp 
lash of his invective. The theory of the 
prosecution was that Stokes sought the 
minister in his own house and demanded 
an apology and provoked a‘ quarrel in 
which Mr. Woll was ‘killed. 

But the first witness put upon the stand 
failed to bear out the hypothesis. Otis 
Riley was within a hundred and fifty 
yards and at the first bark of the pistols 
rushed toward the scene of the affray. 
There he found Stokes, although shot 
twice, still standing with smoking re- 
volver in hand and in reply to a question 
Stokes said, 

“Woll shot me first and I had to kill 
him.” 
| At that time Riley said Mrs, Leneéive, of 
Richmond, Va., who was the only eye 
witness to the fatal shooting, corrobo- 
rated Stokes. Riley's testimony virtually 
Cisposed of Stokes as it was known from 
affidavits marie at:the time of the shoot- 
ing that the evidence of Mrs, Leneive 
would tend to exculpate Stokes. 

Senator Stokes took the stand and ex- 
plained how Wo.:l was killed. There were 
no other witnesses for the defense. | 

Tonight the jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty and .Senator Stokes is ‘free 
again. |

Fairmont, W. Va., May 15.—Six miners 
lost their lives, five were fatally injured 
and three seriously burned in an explosion 
at the shaft of the Georges Creek Coal 
and Iron Company, at Farmington, seven 
miles west of this city on the main line 
of the Baltimore and Ohio this morning.

One of the men in the rooms, it is al- 
leged, had smuggled a torch into the 
mines as it gives so much better light 
than the safety lamps prescribed by the 
company. There is an immense fan which 
sends 5,000 feet of fresh air into the mines 
at every revolufion and as the shaft was 
considered one of the safest in the region, 
the miner did not heed the frequent warn- 
ings of a fellow employee who warned hinr 
of the risk he was taking. At 9:15 the 
miner fired a shot and the smoke, ‘which 
was very dense, caught fire from the 
torch and spread to either the gas or 
dust and the explosion resulted. Fortu- 
nately the mine did not-catch fire to any 
extent. The explosion vented itself 
through the air shaft and almost demol- 
ished the building on the surface, in which 
the fan was located. The men on the 
headings did not know there had . been 
an explosion until notified. The air was 
soon turnéd in and in a short time the 
headings were cleared of foul gases’ and: 
the work :-of rescuing the unfortunates 
commenced. It: was 5 o'clock before the 
work was concluded. This is the most 
serious explosion that ever occurred in 
the Fairmont coal region.

DISCOVERED JUST IN -TIME 


Second Severe Explosion Yesterday 
Shattered ‘Windows of Build- 
ing on Marietta Street—De- 

tectives Working on 
the Case. 


Another attempt to blow up a trolley 
“ar was discovered last night on Houston 
street in the vicinity of Courtland ave- 
nue. 

A piece of explosive about six inches in 
length was found in the groove on the if-° 
side of one of the rails. The discovery 
was made by a motorman, and he suc- 
ceeded in checking his car before the 
wheels :came in contact with the explo- 
sive. Had the substance not been seen 
in time, the car wopld likely have been 


badly wrecked. 

It is stated that the explosive 
shaped on the order of a cartridge, 
half of it being composed of dynamite 
and the other portion of some other sub- 
stance. 

It was also reported last night that a 
negro boy had made an effort yesterday 
afternoon to sell two sticks of dynamite 
on Marietta street. The matter was re- 
ported to Patrolman McIntyre. of the day 
watch, whose beat is on Marietta street, 
but. the megro succeeded in making his 
escape before the officer could get on his 
trail. The man to whom. the explosive 
was offered refused to purchase it. 

The discovery of the explosive on Hous- 
ton street last night only adds to the 
mystery that is attracting so much at- 
tention | and is causing the officers to 
use strenuous efforts to catch the un- 


known criminal... 

Secdnd Severe on; 
The wrecking of the crowded ‘troNey 
car, With, dynamite néar tte corner of 
Marieta and Magnolia streets shortly 
after 6 O'clock Tuesday night was fol- 
lowed by’ another equally mysterious 
dynamite explosion «yesterday morning, 
in the. same block on Marietta street. 

‘The second ‘explosion was caused by @ 
“wagon of the Howard transfer company 
running over the explosive. The dyna- 
mite had apparently been placed on one 
of the rails of the Atlanta Ratlway and 
Power company’s tracks, but in some 
manner it appears to have become dis- 
placed and was lying between the track 
and near one of the rails, when: struck 
by the wheel of the transfer wagon.

. other car, no doubt, escaped being wreck- 
ed by the fact of the displacement of the 
explosive. 

The shock of the second explosion was 
even more terrific than the first and 
greater damage was done the nearby 
building. The force of the concussion 
“was so. great that the windows in the 
building ocupied by the Gate City Sup- 
ply and Covering Company, the barber 
shop of’ Jeff Harbin, and the saloon of 
Hanlon Bros., were madly demolished. 

A portion of a belgian block in the 
pavement was torn off and the hard rock 
appeared as if it had been struck with a 
sledge hammer. The contact of the 
wagon wheel and the, explosive was ac- 
companied by a tremendous report that 
startled the entire neighborhood. and 
caused considerable excitement. 

A remarkable fact connected with the 
explosion, considering the. volume of the 
noise and the force of the shock, is that 
the wagon escaped apparently without 
much damage. 

Andrew Johnson, colored, the driver of 
the wagon, was given a jolfing and shak- 
ing up, but was otherwise uninjured. 

‘Johnson had just delivered an iron safe 
at the hardware store: of: Martin Bros., 
at. the corner of Marietta and Foundry 
streets, and was on the return trip going 
in the direction of the center of the city, 
when the explosion occurred. He was 
‘rlearly opposite the drug store of Sharp 
Bros., when suddenly there-was a loud 
report, followed by the crashing of fall- 
ing glass from windows on both sides of 


the street. 
Detectives Working on Case. 

‘It was only a few minutes afterwards 
unt!l a crowd of people had ‘collected. 
The two myterious explosions, occurring 
in so short 3 time and in the same vicin- 
ity, formed a subject for much gossip and 
discussion.

SALOONS. FOR FIRE VICTIMS 


Bars wut Be ‘Allowed To Open at 
~ Jacksonville Today. 


MOBE AID. URGENTLY ASKED 


Appeal Will Be Sent to Commercial 
Bodies—Cash Received Amounts 
to $108,745.76. 


Jacksonville, Fla, May 15.—It was de- 


| termined at the mieeting of the executive 


committee this morning that the saloons 
be opened tomorrow. Colonel Lovell, who 
is in command of the troops,. stated to 
the committee that perfect order prevail- 
ed.and that it was advisable that the 
Saloons be opened while the troops are 
here in order that any possible ensuing 
disorder might be checked. For the pres- 
ent the saloons .will be permitted to 
open from: 10 a, m. to 5 p. m. and a mili- 
tary guard: will be retained at each. 

The. telegram received here that in re- 
sponse to the appeal sent out by the exec- 
utive committee of the relief association, 
the New York chamber of commérce and 
Merchants’: Association. have issued 14,- 
000“ cirevilar letters for additional aid by. 
requesting churches to take up collec- 
tions, hag done much to encourage the 
relief association. At the meeting of the 
board of trade today a special resolution 
cf thanks to the New York bodies was 
unanimously passed. Three carloads of 
mattresses, one carload of cots and one 
of miscellaneous articles were received to- 
day from the New York bodies and have 
greatly enhanced the work of relief for 
the present. 

Dhe total of cash receipts of the relief 
association today ig $158,745.76, against 
$106,722.76 total reported yesterday. 

The board of trade today adopted an 
address to be sent to other commercial 
bodies in the country reciting the needs 
and asking aid tc be sent to the relief as- 
sociation. The New York bodies, on ac- 
count of what they have already done. 
and are doing, will not be included in 
this appeal. 

The number of people fed yesterday 
was 8,158. The identification card system 
is believed now to be practically confining 
the issuance of rations to people in ac- 
tual need. 

Wilmington Gives $500. 

Wilmington, N. C., May 15.—The city 
council, at a meeting tonight, appropria- 
ted $500 for the relief of the suffering in 
Jacksonville, Fla., the same to be trans- 
mitted at once to the relief committee.

‘Constructor Cappa Devises Plan To 


Repair Kearsarge. 
New York, May 16.—A short titre ago 
Naval Constructor L. C. Capps, head: of 
the constriction ' and repair department 


in the Brooklyn navy yard, began: work 
which was completed today and by which 
the government haS bean saved pevere! 
thousand dollars. 

While the crew of the battléship hae. 
sarge, on January 3ist last, was engaged 
in target practice, one of the. thirteen- 
inch projectiles éxploded prematurely, de- 
stroying the rifling of a seventy-ton gun. 
It became necessary in order to make the 
repairs to remove the gun from the tur- 
ret, and under the old system it would 
have been necessary to raise the turret, 
which would take about four months and 
cost about $40,000. 

plan was- devised by. Mr. Capps to 
withdraw the gun from the turret through 
the port hole, but the feasibility of his 
plan was doubted by other officérs. Per- 
mission was given him today, however, to 
make the trial, the work being accom- 
plished by means of a hydraulic engine 
after several of the turret plates were 
removed.

h Lives Los bu al but Saber Slashes, 
Uroken Limbs and Bloody 
Faces Numerous, 
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BAYONET CHARGES MET 
BY SHOWERS OF BRICKS 


Dramatic Ride of Non-Union Men, 
Guarded by Troops, ‘Through 
Mob of Strikers — Adju- 
tant General Hoffman 
Drops Dead. 


Albany, N. Y., May 15.—So serious fs the 
situation here tonight over the traction’ 
company strike that Governor Odell post- 
poned the continuance of a trip to state 
institutions, which he had undertaken, 
and returned to the executive mansion. 
Two thousand armed soldiers are now 
within the city limits, more are coming 
and 2,500 ere in readiness to move to 
Troy when Governor Odell so orders. The 
streets are thronged with excited men, 
women and children, and the otherwise 
quiet day terminated in bloodshed. A 
dramatic element was added to the day’s 
features by the sudden death of Adjutant 
General Hoffman. 

As long as the Traction Company does 
not attempt to move cars or bring in non- 
union men, the crowds on the street re- 
main good natured, except for taunting 
the soldiers and police, but the instant an 
attempt is made to work on the lines or 
bring non-union men in, the crowd be- 
comes frenzied and bloodshed results. 
Citizens saber-slashed, non-union. men 
with broken limbs and bloody faces, wo- 
men and children trampled under foot, 
soldiers maimed with flying missiles, and 
leaders in the crowds beaten with mus- 
kets were some of the results .of the day.. 
Anticipating an attempt to move the 
street cars in Troy, Major General Roe 
hag ordered the Thirteenth, Fourteenth 
and Forty-seventh regiments, of Brook- 
lyn, troop C, of Brooklyn, the Second sig- 
nal corps, the Seventeenth separate com- 
pany, and the Third battery, which car-, 
ries Gatling guns, to hold themselves in 
readiness to move immediately. 

Mob and Militia Meet. 

Mob and militia closed in combat late. 
this afternoon, but by the accident of for- 
‘tune there were no serious casualties. It. 
was the introduction of more won-union 
men to take the places of striking traction 
employees that produced the Violence. , 
}Seventy-five non-union men reached the 
union depot shortly before 6 o'clock, and 
their delivery at Quai) street barn, a 
mile and a half away, was made with a 
dash under cavalry escort with mob re-, 
sistance in almost.every block. Frensied 
men swarmed through the police lnes, 
surged around the fast-moving cavalry- 
men and fought to get at the cowed non- 
union men inside the circlé of galloping 
horses. 

The rays of the sctting sun gave glint 
to busy sabrés, but the long blades, wield- 
ed by forbearing hands, seldom descended 
in serious blows. Several of the mob 
were knocked down by cornered cavalry- 
men, but the record does not yet show the 
score «f a single fatality. In the pas- 
sage through the streets few of the non- 
unionists escaped the flying bricks and 
stones that were hurled at them, but less 
then a dozen were badly hurt. The cour- 
age of nearly a dozen of the non-union 
men failed them in the opening spurt. 
through the crowds, and tMey sprang’ 
from the wagons thev carried them, to 
mingle with and be lost in’the crowd. 

The ride of the non-unlon men through 
the city was the dramatic spectacle of thé 
day. At 5 o’cldck the Third signal corps, 
mounted and armed as cavalrymen, form- 
ed a hollow square afound the non-ufiféh 
men who had just arrived at the depot. 

Five thousand men tagged at their heels 
and jammed in arouné them, and thou- 
cands more crowded into the intefsecting® 
rtreets. 

Dramatic Ride Through Strikers. 

Fifty policemen formed in cordon abeut 
the waiting dragons and tried to form 
the crowd back. The street was cleared, 
but the walls of humanity on the sid 
walks held frm and could not be moved. 
A broken alleyway that runs along the 
sovth side of the union .depot was thé 
stage of ths opening scene. Into it weré. 
driven four flat-topped open trucks. The: 
crcewd recognized them as the sanie 
vehicles that had carried the first batch 
of strike breakers, and greeted them with 
greans. Suddenly a side door of .the 
depot was thrown open; and wp the allay- 
way toward therwaliting teams marchéd 
the non-union men. 

Once they were ail aboard the drivers 
brought their teams out into the street, 
the cavalry closed in around them, and 
the race was on. The flying column dash+ 
ed into State street for the run up the 
bill past the capitol. Here the crowd wis 
as dense and desperate as the other, and 
men plunged in around the galloping 
horses. One * der, cut cff from the crowd, 
brought his sabre down on the face of 
cne of his antegonists, and a line of blood 
marked where it struck. Two hilocks up 
State street and a clever military rise 
blocked the down-town mob. Two com- 
rmenies of the Tenth battalion were cOf- 
cealed in Chapel street, and when the 
cavalry escort dashéd past they ran 
across State street and faced the cheer- 
ing crowd with fixed bayonets. The new 
line wavered and broke on one flank, but 
in the main the movement was successful. 

But the strike breakers were not ye? 
free. Smaller crowds had gathered at 
various points along the ‘route to thé 
barn and they threw stones when the 
non-union men rushed past. There was 
another wild scene at the barn where 
thousands more had assembled. The tn- 
fantry repeatedly charged into the crowd 
sukstituting butt for bayonet and after 
much effort a passage was opened fof 
the scurrying cavalcade and it was safe 
inside sane inclosure.

* Barnesville, Ga;. May 15.—(Special.)— 
The three commissioners to operate the 
recently legalized Barnesville egg 38d 
were announced today by Judge E.. J. 
Reagan, by —— they ‘were appointed. 

Redding, A. A, Murphey 
and W. C3 at Commissioner Redding 
was 2ppo‘nted for a term of three years.

There are several new features in, the 
bill which were stressed by Judge Reagan. 
One is that .the profits to. be made on 
sales of liquor shall not exceed 2 per 
cent. This is a radical change from the 
former plan, as the dispensary then was 
one of the chief sources of revenue to the 
city, 

Another feature is ‘the bill stipulates 
that nothing but pure and unadulterated 
liquors shall be sold from the _ dispen- 
sary. This will do‘away with the inferior 
and impure stuff made to sell, rather than 
to drink, formerly kept at the dispensary. 

Another change made in the dispensary 
is that liquor can only be bought in min- 
imum quantities of a pint or maximum 
quantitigs of a quart, and no one-will be 
sold more than a quart in one day. 

It is expected the dispensary will open 
for business next Monday, as the mayor 
and ¢geuncil will have to furnish a new 
stock before the dispensary can be 


started.

NOW GOES TO THE GOVERNOR 


Divides the Penineula by North and 
@outh Line—House Hes Spirited 
Debate Over the Dispen- 
gary Bill. 


Tallahassee, Fla.. May 15.—(Specia!.)— 

e€ senate made a clean sweep of its 
calendar today, finally passing the follow- 
ing bills: Conferring additional powers 
vpon the city of Palatka: constitutional 
Jurisdiction of the state supreme court; 
Tegulating sponge dredging: prescribing a 
Denalty for burning woods and author- 
izing labor organizations to adopt and 
use a label or trademark and for tio 
protection of ‘such label. 
_.After.a long argument in the house 
‘this morning that body finally settled the 
question of congressional redistricting by 
Passing the bill. submitted by the ma- 
Jority of the special joint committee, 
“which considered all bills for redistricting 
the state, to provide for an additional 
congressman. The bill. which now goes 
to the governor, divides the peninsula 
by a north and south line, making the 
first district of Taylor, Lafayette, Levy, 
Marion, Citrus, Hernando, Pasco, Sum- 
ter, Lake. Hillsboro, Polk, Manatee, De- 
Scto, Lee and Monrie counties, the west 
Tralf of the peninsula. The second, or east 

@oast district, will contain Hamilton, 
Suwanee. Columbia, Baker, Bradford, 
Alachua. Duval. Clay. Nassau, St. Joins. 
Putnam, Vo'tusia, Orange, Osceola, Bre- 
‘ard and Dade. The counties west of the 
Suwanee river. Madison, Jefferson, Leon, 
Wakula, Gadsden, Liberty. Franklin, 
Jackson, Calhoun, Holmes, Washington. 
Walton, Santa Rosa and Escambia, will 
form the third congressional district. 

The debate on the bill was unusually 
@pirited. Messrs. Zewadski, Palmer, 
Young, Davidson, Koonce and Griggs sup- 
ported the successfu] measure, while the 
proposed substitute, which sought to di- 
vide the peninsula by an east and west 
line. was supported with equal vigor by 
Representatives Broward. Clarke, Gorn- 
to. Wolfe, Blanton and McGiffin, The vote 
against the substitute was 36 to 28. 

The widely discussed dispensary Dill 
was next taken up on second reading 
for amendment and discussion. 

The provision exempting tourist hotels 
and allowing them to sell liquors was 
stricken out and the provision to apply 
the net proceeds of the dispensary s\f.- 
tem to the. building of public highways 
Was amended to vote the net proceeds to 
the support of public schools. 

Judge Griggs precipitated a heated 
debate by moving to indefinitely 
postpone the pill, Judge Griggs 
made a strong and dignified argu- 
ment against the dispensary system. 
Mr. McGiffin ridiculed the workings of 
the system and Mr. Davis. of St. Augus- 
tine, entertained the crowded hall with a 
spread-eagle speech against dispensaries. 
Messrs. Wall, Broward and Zewadsks 
bly opposed killing the bill and motion to 
indefinitely postpone was lost—49 to 13. 

The bill to appropriate $100,000 for the 
enlargement of the state capitol, which 
Was the special order for this afternoon, 


‘was carried over until tomorrow morn- 


ing. 
For Greater Tampa. 

Hearing on .wue Dill creating Greater 
Tampa by incorporating into the present 
city the suburbs of East Tampa, West 
Tampa and Fort Brooke was resumed and 
concluded in the crowded senate cham- 
ber tonight. Captain John T. Leslie, 
mayor of Fort Brooke, spoke one hour, 
protesting in behalf of the citizens of his 
town against consolidation. He argued 
that the proposed annexation was not 
warranted by the situation in Tampa's 
suburbs nor desired by the people, and 
would greatly injure their property in- 
terests. Captain Leslie read many pro- 
tests against the bill from property own- 
ers affected. 

Senator Thomas Palmer, of Tampa, 
closed the argument in a two hours’ re- 
ply to the arguments of Colonel Mac- 
Farlane and Captain Leslie, contending 
that no legal objections could exist 
against the proposed consolidation which 
the legislature could not fix, as the legis- 
lature is supreme in such matters. 

Senator Palmer claimed that business 
and labor organizations and a majority 
of the citizens of Tampa favored city ex- 
pansion. He denied the charges that 
the consolidation schemes were promoted 
by corrupt motives or was intended for 
political advantage. Renewed emphasis 
was laid on the fact that the controlling 
reason for consolidation is that suburb- 
anites are making their living out of 
Tampa and living outside the corporation 
to escape taxation. This committee hear- 
ing has been unique in the history of 
Florida legislature. The feeling between 
friends and opponents of the Greater 
Tampa scheme has reached the boiling 
point and an unusually large and prom- 
inent lobby had almost monopolized in- 
terest in legislative circles. The commit- 
tee has taken the matter under advise- 
ment. 

The convict lease question will be taken 
up for further consideration in the house 
tomorrow and today Representative 
Chamber introduced the following reso- 
lution,, which will be considered tomor- 
row in connection with the future dispo- 
sition of state convicts:

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VITCHMAN SUES ROAD 
FOR VERY LARGE AMOUNT 


Jackson, Miss., May 15.—(Spettal.)—The 
federal court is now engaged with the 
trial of one of the most. sensational dam- 
age suits ever brought before that tribu- 
nal, 

T. J. ~Wood, formerly employed as a 
switchman in the yards of the Illinois 
Central at McCombs City, brings suit 
against the company for the sum of $30,- 
006 for personal injuries alleged to have 
been sustained in a fall from a freight 
car in February, 1900. 

The company will endeavor to prove 
that Wood is a fraud and that he was 
not injured even in the slightest way by 
the fall. They will introduce medical evi- 
dence to show that he has been: in a per- 
fectly healthy condition ever since the 
date of the fall, notwithstanding feigned 
illness. 

According to the testimorv for the de- 
fense, Wood was discharged from the 
hospitals at Vicksburg and Natchez by 
the physicians in charge for the reason 
that he had nothing the matter with him, 
and they could find no evidence to show 
that he ever had been injured. The com- 
pany also has witnesses to prove that 
while confined in these hospitals Wood 
was in the habit of slipping out at night 
and getting gloriously drunk, and was 
several times discovered by physicians 
and nurses while returning to his ward 
highly intoxicated. 

A strong array of legal talent is engag- 
ed on both sides of the controversy rnd 
the case will be fought with much spirit.

SCANDAL OVER RELIEF FUND 


Improper Distribution of Galveston 
Fund Is Alleged. 


HOUSES BUILT FOR WEALTAY 
‘These Statements, Made by a Com- 
mittee of the Texas Legislature, 

Are Denied. . 


Galveston, Tex., May 15.—Owing to the 
Giscvssion in the house of representatives 
of the Texas state legislature. recently 
adjourned, in regard to the Galveston re- 
lief fund, the following statement has 
been prepared by The Galveston News: 

“‘The total cash receipts from all scurces 
at Galveston were $1,243,435; disburse- 
ments, $1,234,639, leaving a-balance of $8.56. 
Some claims are outstanding against the 
fund and several suits are pending for ad- 
judication, which will about offset the 
balance. Chairman McVitie, of the relief 
committee, reports the cxpenditure of 
$132,138. Of this amount $77,783 was for 
supplies purchased by the committee. 

The valuation of contributions of gro- 
ceries, provisions, etc., sent to the com- 
mittee was placed at $260,000. The relief 
committee sold $58,124 worth of supplies 
consisting of perishable goods and disin- 
fectants. The relief committee, which 
was a sub-committee of the central com- 
mittee, had charge of the distribution of 
provisions and clothing, and was in 
charge of the commisesaries. All funds 1e- 
ceived by this committee were turned 
over to Chairman John Sealy, of the 
finance committee and treasurer of the 
central cammittee. 

Relief Houses for Rich. 

The state legislature sent a special joint 
committee to the storm district in March 
to report on the condition of the people 


in: the district, and to investigate the 


method and manner of distribution of re- 
lief funds received by various committees 
in said section. The figures presented 
above were prepared Officially for this 
legislative committee. Shortly before ad- 
jourrment of the legislature the report of 
the joint legislative committee was made 
public. Referring to Galveston and the 
work of the building committee, the re- 
pert says: : 

“It seems that a great Aumber of re- 
lief houses were placed upon the land of 
well-to-do people, who were to receive 
rents from the people occupying them.’ 
The committee also incorporated in its re- 
port the statement that from $15,000 to 
$20,000 was appropriated by the relief com- 
mittee to fill up certain places and dis- 
tricts with sand, and thet such filling was 
made to benefit the property of various 
members of said committee.”’ 

The statement further says: 

“Tt is a well-known fact to the governor 
of the state of Texas and to all parties 
who have given Galveston relief work 
eny consideration that the distribution 
of the fund sent to Galveston was in the 
hands of as strong and reliable men as 
could be mvstered anywhere in the state 


of Texas. 
Build Homes for Poor. 


‘‘The building committee was a sub- 
committee frem the central committee. 
The central committee appropriated from 
the general fund $450,000 for building 
tomes for deserving poog, who lost their 
homes by the storm; and also for repair- 
ing awellings damaged by the storm. The 
building committee began to close up its 
work on May Ist, and its final report is 
now in course of preparation. Houses to 
the number of 572 have been constructed, 
ranging in value from $305 to $359 apiece. 

“The facts in regard to the legislative 
ccmmittee’s report are these: In a few 
cases property owners not only had thef- 
houses washed away, but their lots, being 
close to the gulf, were partially washed 
away and left partielly or wholly in ‘the 
gulf after the storm. New residenccs 
could not be erected on such lots. The 
building committee gave such sufferers 
the right to purchase anew, or lease a }o»t. 
The number of leases was small. Where 
the building committee erected houses on 
leased lots it was specially stipulated in 
the contract that the owner of the lot 
should have no lien on the house erected 
by the building committee, so if a flood 
sufferer should be unable to -celsase or 
purchase his lot, he is at liberty to move 
his house away. The only way this work 


di could be done effectually was to fill up 


numerous holes and low places created 
by the force of the waves during the 
storm. Not one dollar of the relief fund 
was used in filling an preperty except 
the public streets and alleys.’

The matter! has been placed in the 
hands of a special committee composed of 
Past Grand Master.A. H. Turner, of 
Huntsville; E. L.,Cahall, of Mobile, and 
Dr, J. P. Stewart, of Attalla. This com- 
mittee will report during the present ses- 
sion of the grand lodge’and a lively fight 
over the matter is expected.

“In another fortnight the South Afri- 
can winter will be arrived; and, unless the 
Boers are prevented from moving north 
to the bush veldt and hostilities are some- 
how ended, there -will be another spe!l of 
severe and unsatisfactory campaigning in 
impassible country together with five 
months of comparative peace in the two 
colonies, to be broken by a recrudescence 
of guerilla operations all over the coun- 
try, when the spring rains, enable the 
enemy to operate on the high veldt.”’ 

“But this will mean no respite to thé 
troops, no moving into winter quarters, 
but only a continuance of the most de- 
‘moralizing warfare that can be under- 
‘taken.’’ 

The correspondent then describes a 
“strenuous scheme which is on foot to 
prevent the: enemy retiring north into 
winter quarters,’ but he does not appear 
to. be very sanguine of its success. 

“The figures of the intelligence du- 
réau,” he says, “show that there are 
still between 18,000 and 19,000 burghers 
available for service, although no’ com-

Issues of the Future. 

In the discussion of possible issues 
upon which politica} battles of the near 
future will be fought, there is pretty 
general indorsement of The Constitu- 
tion’s suggestion that the tariff ques- 
tion is going to make a platform upon 
which all democrats can get together. 
While it is, of course, too early to pre- 
dict with any degree of positiveness, the 
shaky feeling inside republican: ranks 
shows that the people are talking tar- 
iff to the discomfort of the prohibitive 
protectionists who control that party, 
and in this there seems to be, as we 
have pointed out, a chance for demo- 
cratic victory, 

The Raleigh Observer, commenting 
upon The Constitution’s remarks, says: 


What will be the chief issue in 1904? It 
will be what the people are thinking most 
about then, and nobody can makean is- 
sue—not even the presidential candidates. 
Three years is as long a time as twenty- 
five years a century ago. Events change 
rapidly and in 1904 there may be an issue 
that as vet nobody has for a moment 
thought anything about. It will be wise 
to wait till 1904 before talking of the 
issue. 

The democrats will welcome the tariff 
issue, and the probabilities are that the 
congressional election will turn on that 
issue. The republicans see that the neces- 
sity for receiving larger markets for the 
products of the mills and factories of 
America mean that the home market 
idea is destined to become as obsolete as 
the right of a state.to secede, and they 
hope by patch work to keep in power by°* 
undoing some of their tariff law. Mr. 
Babcock, chairman of the republican 
congressional committee, purposes to re- 
move the tariff from all articles con- 
trolled by a trugt.. That is the democratic 
platform word for word. If Mr. Bapb- 
cock cam get his party to do anything so . 
wise, the tariff fight might be postponed, 
but it must come sooner or later, for the 
farmer and manufacturer; alike feel the 
need for the marketg of the world, and 
they know that:to secure these markets, 
the tariff walls must be taken down. But 
if the next congress. shauld remove all 
duties on articles controlled by trusts, it 
would strengthen the republican party 
among the great body of the voters and 
lose its biggest campaign contributors. 

“Ifs” based on the probability of re- 
publican tariff reform are great big 
ones. The condition can hardly be 
said to be of the anticipatory kind, but 
closely approaches rather the impos- 
sible. The earnest republicans who are 
talking of changes in the tariff law 
which Mr. Hanna has pronounced “the 
most perfect work of human ingenuity” 
are wasting good breath.

The indorsement: of the theery. that 
the mosquito is the agent of yellow 
fever transmission by.the Medical As- 
sociation of ‘Mississippi. points to a de- 
termined. war against that: troublesome 
insect. * 

There can be no doubt but that the 
conditions producing the mosquito are 
the same as those giving rise to mala- 
rial fevers of all kinds, and that yel- 
low fever is. but the-accentuation of 
the whole evil. In all ages there have 
been sections of the world regarded as 
plague-stricken,. which subsequently. 
became free from ali taint. New coun- 
tries, owing to the accumulation of 
vegetation, present dangers to life 
which disappear later on. Many parts 
of the southern states, now salubrious 
and healthy, were once avoided as dan- 
gerous. The clearing away of forests, 
the draining of swamps and th® action 
of the sun when admitted freely to 
the earth have done the ‘work well and 
make living possitie where malaria 
formerly reigned. 

The entire section over which yellow 
fever has raged in years past is dotted 
over with ponds and swamps, whence 
issue the swarms of mosquitoes that 
cover the land. While doctors have 
been talking learnedly about inocula-~ 
tion and other preventives of yellow 
fever, the ax man and the ditch dig- 
ger set to work could have solved the 
whole problem. We have in mind one 
section once regarded as death to the 
white man, but which, by clearing 
and ‘draining, now possesses an un- 
equal health record. 

If the people of the sections afflicted 
will go to work upon the removal of 
the ponds and swamps, mosquitoes, 
malaria and yellow fever -will disap- 
pear at once,

Editar Constitution—Just now some of the 
New York pages are, having much to say, 
editorially, the negro question and the 
south, Thies is also a ®reat deal contributed 
by correspondents on this subject. I have 
in mind more particularly editorials appearing 
in The Commerciaj Advertiser of April 24th 
and 26th, the latter bearing on the recent Ala- 
bama election. There also appear in ae 
issues a communication from Mr. George H. 
Gordon, and‘ an interview which ‘the reporter 
of that paper had with the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst 
-immediately upon the arrival of the latter from 
his recent visit south. . 

All these bear more or legs directly .on the 
Subject of the negro and the south, and are 
scarcely less interesting to the people of this 
section than to the southerner. Many north- 
ern writers grow eloquent, not to say senti- 
mental, or the subject of the colored man and 
what the,south ought to do for him, his capa- 
bilities, virtues, his natural intelligence, and 
what the possibilities would be for him had he 
only the opportunities that are rightfully his, 
but are withheld from him. It is amusing to 
the southern white people, as well as to the 
intelligent negro, to read these articles, 80 
many of which are laughingly ridiculous, sug- 
gesting as they do remedies for the remov al of 
certain difficulties, which if followed out would 


lead to ‘the everlasting ruin of both white and 
black in the south, making assertions as to 
the condition of the n that are wholly un- 
true, magnifying the hearsays as to the in- 
justices done him the white people and pass- 
ing by unnoticed he assistance rendered him 
by them. 

All these misrepresentations are due to a 
want of proper information on this subject.

with many traveling men living in New York 
city and yicinity who have often expressed 
to ‘me great surprise at finding matters per- 
taining to the welfare of the colored people in 
the south so much more favorable than they 
had expected, and that their impressions gain- 
ed by reading some of the northern journals 
were completely reversed since they had been 
south and had seen for themselves. The jour- 
nalists of the north ought to be careful how 
they handle this subject. The southern whites 
are doing everything they can _ consistently 
with good judgment for the advancement of 
the colored race there, and much more than 
our northern brethren could do er would do 
under similar environments. Schools by the 
score for colored children are springing up 
all over the southland. and more is being done 
each year in this dtrection. These schools 
are being maintained almost entirely by ‘the 
white people. The negro laborer is given pref- 
erence every time over the white laborer when 
they come in competition with each other, and 
he is paid just as much for his services. In 
nearly all southern families, you will find 
negro servants. I have them in my own 
home, and those that are now with me 
have been in my employ for years. Ninety- 
nine out of everv hundred of the deserving 
class of negroes in the south are treated with 
just as much consideration as are the white 
laborers in the nortn. 

The trouble is there are many of them who 
are a menace to the community in which they 
live, being lazy, idle, unreliable, not to say 
vicious. Then what means all this harangue 
in the northern journals? 

Are they looking forward to the day when 
social eauality will exist between the races 
in the south? Is this what they are clamor- 
ing for? As long as the negro is black and 
the white man white, such a hope will not be 
realized. Dr. Parkhurst said in his recnt in- 
terview with The Commercial Advertiser re- 

‘fas to the social relations between the 
two races, the least said about that the better.’ 
Let the northern newspapers catch the inspl- 
ration of this sentiment from this great and 
good man. 

Just let the southern people and the negro 
alone. They can adjust matters between 
themselves to their mutua] advantage without 
calling in referees. 

s to the elimination of the negro from 
southern politics, stch a move will be a bless- 
ing to him. When he is in politics, you may 
be sure his legitimate business is suffering. 
I remember the day when nearly évery adult 
negro in the south was a politician. What 
was the result? . Those on farms abandoned 
their crops. Their corn and ‘cotton rotted’ in 
the flelds. The net result of all this was, he 
became a deadbeat. Politics incapacitate him 
for the only service of which he is capable, the 
office for which God created him, manual labor. 
He is an imaginative creature, and when by 
some means he happens to be placed beyond 
his proper sphere, he begins to imagine him- 
self on the road to fame, and the hope is 
excited in his breast that some bright. morn- 
ing he will awake to find hfmself president of 
the United States. Then what is he @t for? 
As a politician he is a failure, and he bécomes 
too proud to work. e white people only a 


tfew years. since had a siege of. bitter expe- 


fiences with .the negro.in politics.. and they 
will not soon forget it. They regard negro 
domination in the south and republican rule 
as synonymous, and thcy. will have neither. 
But let our northern friends console themselves 
with the reflection that the disfranchised ne- 
gro is financially better off as a rule than the 
one who holds his rights of suffrage, because 
he is more reliable in business matters, and 
ae useful to himself and his community.

“From the reports of the examination 
herewith inclosed it appears that the an- 
nual] financial statement filed by the com- 
pany with this department for the year 
ending December 31, 1900, was a grossly 
fraudulent return. It therefore becomes 
incumbent upon me to call your atten- 
tion to sections 611 and 614 of the penal 
code to request you, as the prosecuting 
officer of the county of New York, where 
the home office of this company is lo- 
cated, td commence proper criminal pro- 
ceedings against its officers. Yours re-

The New York Journal of Commerce 
has some tart comments to make on a 
recent editorial in an Augusta newspaper. 
The insurance writer on the New York 
paper says: 

‘On May ist (two days before the Jack- 
sonville fire) The Augusta, Ga., Chronicle 
published a column article attacking the 
‘insurance moguls’ because rates on 
mercantile stocks in Augusta, as else- 
where in the south, were increased 10 
cents. In view of the excessive losses 
which companies have sustained tn Au- 
gusta, and in the light of the fire there 
reported in. press dispatches yesterday, 
causing a loss of nearly equal to the total 
annual premiums of all companies in that 
city. The Chronicle’s remarks are amus- 
ing. After accusing the Southeastern 
Tariff Association of breaking faith with 
Augusta by instituting the moderate in- 
crease mentioned on stocks of merchan- 
dise, The Chronicle says: 

‘“*The agents of this city are very much 
put out that the increase should bé made. 
It does them no good and anly brings 
trouble to their doors. They are in no 
way responsible—the responsibility rests 
with the ‘‘great moguls’’ of the institution 
who are making money enough out of the 
“present unprofitable rate’’ to hold a 
meeting at Old Point.Comfort, one of the 
highest-priced resorts in the country.’ 

“The Chronicle threatens companies 
with adverse legislation unless managers 
patronize inferior hotels and change their 
‘arbitrary methods,’ but fails to explain 
how companies may continue to accept 
insurance at Augusta at present rates 
without conducting the business on a 
wholly philanthropic basis.’’ 

The Jacksonville fire was the heaviest 
loss the southern wunderwriterg have 
ever sustained. Experienced underwrit- 
ers predict that it will cause two or 
three of the weaker companies to go out 
of business, and as many more foreign 


‘companies to retire from the American 


field. From 1870 to 1889 the underwriting 
profits of all the companies in this coun- 
try avéraged 5 per cent; from 1880 to 1890 
it averaged 3 per cent, and from 1890 to 
1900 the average underwriting profit was 
8-10 of 1 per cent. This slender margin of 
profit practicaYy put the insurance bus- 
iness on a razor edge between destruc- 
tion and safety.

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“AT NOON ON YESTEROA 


When the board of health meets to- 
morrow afternoon it is more than likely 
that the proposal of J. F. Lester to cre- 
mate the city’s garbage will be accepted 
and a contract signed. 

The special committee of the board met 
yesterday at noon: for the purpose of con- 
sidéring the various propositions that 
had been offered for the disposal of the 
refuse. Mr. Lester’s original offer was to 
burn the garbage for $1,500 per month, 
. each, during the months of June, July, 
August and September, and for $1,250 
per month, each, for the remaining eight 
months. 

He consented yesterday to lower this 
bid. He agreed to cremate the garbage 
during the foir summer months for 
$1,250 per month, and $1,000 per month 
each for the remaining months in the 
year. In accordance with that bid the 
special committee will-recommend to the 
board that this proposal be acepted and 
that a contract, beginning June ist and 
ending January 1, 1903, be signed. 

Mr. Lester has also submitted an offer 
to pay the city $200 a year for all the 
dead -animals that would ordinarily be 
turned over to the sanitary department 
to be disposed of. The committee will 
likewise recommend to the health «board 
that this proposal be accepted. 

Some tjme ago M. F. Marx, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., appeared before the board and 
offered to buy the city’s dead animals, 
but he wished to have the citv guarantee 
that he should be protected in the work. 
This the board could not do, and so the 
plan fell through. Mr. Lester now offers 
to duplicate that proposal, the contract 
to take effect Juge ist. 


Lester Will Improve Crématory. 


When seen yesterday about the matter, 
Mr. Lester stated he confidently expected 
that the ‘recommendation of the special 
committee would be adopted by the. 
health board tomorrow, and that the 
contract would be drawn up and signed 
so as to become effective about the Ist 
of next month. 

He said it: was his intention to repaint 
the crematory and also make a number 
of improvements at the plant. For more 
‘than a year past the Lester Furnace 
Company has been cremating the city’s 
garbage. The contract which the city 
had with the crematory people expired 
tho first of the present year, but they 
consented to carry on the work under 
the old contract until the matter should 
have been finally disposed of. 

The new contract will probably be for 
two years, dated January 1, 1901, and ex- 
piring with the last day of December, 
4902. The contract would therefore have 
about nineteen more months in which to 
run.. The price paid the company per 
month during the last five months is the 
same as decided upon under the proposed 
new agreement. 

Several months ago the board took up 
the garbage question and decided to ad- 
vertise for bids. Three bidders submit- 
ted proposals, which were opened at a 
meeting last week. On Tuesday evening 
the bids were considered by the board at 
a@ special session. : 

J. F. Lester submitted several proposi- 
tions, the first of which was to the effect 
that he would undertake the work of 
‘cleaning the city and dispose of the gar- 
bage for less money than the city is now 
expending on this work. His second of- 
fer was to cremate all the city’s refuse 
at a fixed price per month, regardless of 
the amount of garbage. 

Messrs. Venable Bros. offered to take 
the city garbage at so much per ton, 
ship it daily to Stone Mountain in air- 
tight barrels and use it upon their 4,000 
acre farm at that place as a fertilizer. 

The Dixon Crematory Company offered 
to build for the city one or more fur- 
naces for the cremation of the garbage, 
the city to operate the plant. 

*Could Not Let Contract. 

The board first decided that it would 

not consent to let out the contract for 
cleaning the city to any individual or 
firm. This action, of course, disposed of 
Mr. Lester’s ‘initial proposition. Then 
representatives of the three firms bid- 
-ding ware heard. 
* The board finally agreed that a com- 
mittee of three, consisting of Drs. Rich- 
ardson, Benson and Pierce, should take 
the matter up with the several gentle- 
mien bidding, secure the most advanta- 
geous contract and report back to the 
next regular meeting of the board. 

This special committee decided to look 
into the matter at once, and accordingly 
arranged -the meeting which was held 
yesterday at noon in the rooms of the 
board of health. Mr. Lester agreed to 
lower his offer for cremation, and the 
committee will report that this is the 
‘pest proposal obtainable.

Regiment Was Mustered Out at San 
Francisco on the 10th. 


BOYS SEEMED GLAD TO GET HOME 

Soldiers Say Reinforcements Will 

Have To Be Sent Before 
War Is Ended. 


The Southern train from Birmingham 
rolled under the carshed at 11:45 o’clock 
last night—an hour and’ a half: late— 
having aboard 150 men of the Twenty- 
ninth regiment. composed mostly of Geor- 
gians and Fioridans. 

Captain Cleveland Wilcoxon, regimental 
adjutant. was with the returning soldiers 
Pand was warmly greeted by members of 
his family and a number of friends. 

The Twenty-ninth regiment was muster- 
ed out in San Francisco on the 10th and 
on the night of that day the eastern jour- 
néy wag begun by the contingent that 
reached Atlanta last night. 

The regiment saw service in the Philip- 
pines for eighteen months. most of t®& 
time on the islands of Samar, Marandu- 
ave and Masbate. The “boys looked 
Swarthy and hearty, and while expressing 
their joy at being again on Georgia soil, 
said they had had a jolly good time in 
“Aguinaldoland,”’ 

A group of them who registered at fhe 
Hotel Jackson imparted considerable in- 
formation. soldierwise, to a reporter of 
The Constitution. The concensus of opin- 
fon among them was that there: is con- 
siderable work ahead for the American 
army in putting down the native army of 
independence. They declared that the 
forces now in the islands are only barely 
sufficient for garrison duty in the coast 
and most important interior towns, and 
that before offensive operations can be 
resumed effectively large re-enforcements 
will have to arrive from the states. They 
did not talk as though the capture o 
Aguinaldo had settled the war by any 
means. 

The returning soldiers were unanimovg 
in asserting that the health of the Ameri- 
can army is very gxood, save for endemic 
disorders of a malarial nature that rarely 
result fatally. 

A. A. Agricola, an old Atlanta boy 
who has seved for the past seventeen 
months as a member of compary L, 
Twenty-ninth regiment, United States 
volunteers, in the Philippines, arrived in 
Atlanta early yesterday morning from 
San Francisco. ° 

He received his honorable discharge at 
the Presidio on May i0th. He enlisted 
as a member of the regiment in July, 
1899, while the Twenty-ninth was being 
organized at Fort McPherson. He gives 
a glowing account of his adventures while 
in the land of Aguinaldo, but has no re- 
grets about leaving the army. 

He states that there were a number of 
Atlanta boys in the regiment. Pant of 
his regiment was present at the battle 
near San Mateo, where General Lawton 
while taking part in several sharp skirm- 
ishes, was principally engaged in patrol- 
ling that. district about Neuralate. 

While in the Philippines he took part 
‘in the engagement at Montalbon, skirm- 
ishes at Paeta, Santa Crug and the mid- 
night attack on Ofdionjoin. - He was with 
the expedition which left Manila for Mon- 
talbon. Captain William A. Paul was 
captain of the company.

Several speeches were made before the 
street railway committee of council, 
which finally adjourned to meet again to- 
morrow afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, when 
it is expected that the\hearing will be 
brought to a finish. The committee will 
then prepare a report and recommenda- 
tion to be submitted to council on Mon- 
day. ’ 

Lather Z. Rosser is the next speaker, 
and when he concludes several of those 
who have already presented arguments 
will doubtless ask for the privitege of 
answering points made by the other 
speakers, so that the entire afternoon to- 
morrow will doubtless be consumed. Mr. 
Hurt has expressed a desire to be allowed 
to answer some of the statements made 
by Attorney Preston Arkwright, counsel 
for the Rapid Transit company. 

Mr. Arkwright was the first speaker 


yesterday. Regarding the condemnation 
feature of thatase, he declared that h§: 
company had no intention of confiscating 
the tracks of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company. 

“Arbitrators are appointed,” he said, 
“end they fix the price that we are to pay 
for the use of Mr. Hurt’s tracks. We 
pay him cash, and the full value of the 
right to use jointly certain sections of 
his tracks. The only damage we do his 
company is to prevent him from having a 
monopoly of the street railway business 
in Atlanta. He’s got no right to come 
here ayid ask you to protect him from 
competiticn. 

“Several deys ago, before this commit- 
tee, Mr. Hurt made certain references to 
statements that we were after blood. I 
understand that Mr. Hurt sent word to 
Mr. Simmons that he was going to take 
bis ‘old shoestring ra‘lroad’ that runs to 
the river. It is also understood that Mr. 
Hurt has declared that ‘the only way to 
bring that man Atkinson to terms was to 
eétablish a rival lighting plant.’ ’’ 

Hurt Denies Statements. 

Mr. Hurt interrupted Mr. Arkwright 
leng enough to say that he had never 
made any stch statements. Mr. Ark- 
wright answered that the statements had 
come to Mr. Eimmons as coming from the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company. 

“If Hurt would capitalize his company 
henestly.”’ continued Mr. Arkwright, 
“there would be plenty of.room in At- 
lanta for two street railway companies 
that could make money. We have never 
Played the baby act, but they have. Mr. 
Hurt comes here complaining that we 
should not be given franchises because 
they would injure his business.”’ 

Mr. Arkwright said he thought the city, 
after accepting the $50,000 toward the 
Whitehall street viaduct, was morally ob- 
ligated to give his company the lines ask- 
ed for in certain sections of the city. He 
stated the orly fessible route. to West 
End was over Peters street. He next re- 
ferred to the much-talked-of Peters street 
viaduct, and Chairman Reed asked what 
sesurance could be giten that such 4 
structure would be built over the cross- 
ing in the event the franchise was grant- 
ed to the Rapid Transit company. 

Mr. Arkwright replied that he was sure 
the viaduct would be built without cost 
or damage to the cjty. He reiterated 
the statement that hig company would be 
willing to contribute 416,000 toward the 
erection of such a viaduct. He said the 
steam railroads had already considered 
the matter and that plans had even been 
drawn. He stated that the city was in a 
position to force the raliroads to build,

structure, 

Continuing, Mr. Arkwright declarea his 
company had been burdened with condi- 
tions that would mot be accepted by Mr. 
Hurt; that Mr. Hurt wanted the three- 
cent clause incorporated in every fran- 
chise granted the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company, so that the company might be 
Placed in a position where it could not 
build. He said he wanted the privilege 
of putting his fare up to five centsg if it 
was found that his company could not 
make operating expenses at the reduced 
rate.

Southern Agricultural Works Sell 
for $57,600. 


END OF ALL THE LITIGATION 


Works Sold at Auction by Order of 
the Ceurts—An Extensive 


Property.

B. Z. Philips bought yesterday, at auc- 
tion, the property of the Southern Agri- 
cultural] Works. He paid $57,000 for it. 
The sale was made by order of the courts 
and was conducted by Charles 8. Nor- 
then, commissioner for the state courts, 
and George W. Parrott, trustee in bank- 


ruptcy. 

The sale marked the end of a long liti- 
gaticn \in both the state and fedcral 
courts. It was in pursuance of orders 
from the superior court of Fulton county, 
and the United States district court. The 
property has a frontage of 640 feet-on Ma- 
rietta street and a depth of i562 feet. 

The Southern Agricultural Works filed 
a vetition in bankruptcy in April, 1900. 
George W. Parrott was appointed re- 
ceiver, and later trustee in bankruptcy. 
The property was bonded 
About two months later Frank Romare 
and Jacob Haas, the trustees for the 
bondholders, filed foreclosure proceedings 
in the state courts asking that the prop- 
erty be sold. Mr. Parrott, about sixty 
days ago, asked permission from the fed- 
eral court to sell the property. The re- 
quired permission was given. It is not 
known what disposition Mr. Philips in- 
tends to make of the extensive plant.

Those at Capitol Say It Comes in 
‘Bad Taste from a Democratic 
Official, and Intimate He 
May Seek Federal 
‘Appointment.

' The letter written by Chairman T. C. 
Crenshaw, of the railroad commission, 
to Senator McLaurjn, of South Carolina, 
indorsing his recent attitude in mattres 
political, and which was published in 
The Constitution yesterday, caused a 
good deal of comment at the capitol. 

. None of the officials at the capitol com- 
mend the letter, and most of them con- 
demn it. At the same time they all de- 
clined to give persona! interviews with 
regard to it because of the fact that 
Chairman Crenshaw was one of them—a 
capitol official. 

With Colonel Crenshaw himself, it ap- 
pears, it made little difference what the 
criticisms were. He was thoroughly 
satisfied with the attitude he had taken 
and said he would stand by the letter as 
it was written, adding nothing to it and 
taking nothing from it. 

“I have only this to say,”’ said Chair- 
man Crenshaw, when asked about the 
matter, “‘the letter is perfectly nlain and 
means just what it says. I have nothing 
to add to it and nothing to take from 
it. I mean just exactly what I said in 
the letter. That is all I care to say 
about it, and I have said nothing more 
than this to any others who have asked 
me for an expression.”’ 

Colonel Creshaw was asked if there 
Was any idea of a movement in Georgia 
Similar to that instituted by Senator Mc- 
Laurin. He replied that no such idea 
had ever entered his’ head. Further than 
that he did not care to discuss the ques- 
* tion. 

It is understood that Colonel Cren- 
shaw has favored the principle of ship 
subsidies all along, and that he has writ- 
ten letters both to Senator Bacon and 
Senator Clay on this subject. 

He asserts to his friends that he does 
not want any office, and that he is, there- 
fore, in a position to speak out, whereas 
others who have similar convictions are 
keeping quiet. 


‘ ‘What Capitol Officials Say. 


‘Not a favorable comment was heard 
from capitol officials yesterday with re- 
gard to the attitude assumed by Colonel 
Crenshaw. The first thought of all who 
spoke of the letter was that it smacked 
of republicanism. 

“It comes in verv bad taste,’”’ remarked 
one of them, ‘‘from a man who is hold- 
ing an important democratic office, to 
say the least of the matter. I cannot up- 
derstand what Colonel Crenshaw means 
untess he intends leaving the democratic 
party and allying himself with the re- 
publicans. I have frequently heard that 
he would like an appointment under the 
present administration, but I have also 
heard that he strenuously denies this.’’ 

Others were more emphatic in theif 
statements, and several did not hesitate 
to say that. in their opinion, Colonel 
Crenshaw would seek an appointment un- 
der the federal administration. The posi- 
tion of superintendent of the new federal 
prison was mentioned among other 
things. 

“The chairman of the railroad commis- 
sion,”’ said another capitol official, ‘‘has 
had his last political pap under the Geor- 
gia democracy. and he unquestionably 
knows it. Under the circumstances I am 
hardly surprised at his attitude. He may 
not now be a candidate for any office, 
but it is the general impression in the 
building here’that he will, later on, seek 
an appointment from the republican ad- 
ministration. 

“Colonel Crenshaw has a great many 
friends in the capitol and they regret to 
see that he has taken the course he has.’’ 
: Others talked on the same line, but said 

they preferred not to give a personal in- 
terview criticising a fellow official. Col- 
‘onel Crenshaw states, however, that 
whatever criticism may be passed upon 
his ‘letter will not worry him. He says 
he wrote what hé felt and has nothing 
whatever to take back.

PUBLICATION MISLED OTHERS 


‘His Idea Is a Good One, but Unfor- 


tunately the State Has 
No Land. 


Harry Schlesinger thought he saw an 


-epportunity to do a good thing for 4 


certain portion of suffering humanity the 
other day, all because of a newspaper 
publication which misied others as well 
as himself. 

His idea was a good one, but the essen-

large bodies of land owned by the state 
which it was willing to let go at a sacri- 
fice. .

The article 
failed to state that the $4.50 was a part of 
the feefor registering and recording a 
headright grant, and was not in any re- 
spect the sale of land. Naturally it led 
many to believe that the state had con- 
siderable real estate on hand which it 
was willing to let go for a s«@ig, and Mr. 
Schlesinger was ar:ong the number. 

Mr. Schlesinger went to the office of the 
secretary of state and made inquiry as to 
whether the state had any more of such 
lend, and how much. He was soon unde- 
ce:ved. The state owns no land, but 
there are several tracts, or lots, in vari- 
ous parts of the state which have never 
been granted under the headright laws. 
Every now ard then one of these lots is 
discovered and some party makes the 


recessary application for it. 

Mr. Schlesinger thought if such land 
cculd be secured, it might be bought up 
by parties charitably inclined and turned 
cver to poor people for homes. His idea 
was to give it outright to such parties as 
would be willing and glad to take it, and 
to aid them in establishing farms and 
homes, ~ 

The idea is just such a good one as 
wculd originate with Mr. Schlesinger, 
and the unfortunate part of it, as stated, 
is that the principal requisite for carrying 
it out does not exist.

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ACTION OF BOARD. 


I$ RECONSIDERED 
Petition of Light Consumers Referred 
=To Council, 


HEARING HAD YESTERDAY 


Board of Electrical Control Will 
Make No Recommendation. 


OVERHEAD WIRES WERE DISCUSSED 


Company Will String Wires in Der- 
erence to Wishes of Those 
Wanting Competition.

The board of electrical control yes- 
terday morning reconsidered its former 
action on the petition of citizens asking 
that the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company ‘be allowed to run feeder wires 
temporarily along its trolley wire poles 
for the purpose of giving competition in 
electric lights and power to a number 
of mercantile establishments within the 


fire limits. 

The petition, therefore, will be sent to 
council on Monday afternoon with no 
recommendation of any kind fram the 
board. It was Councilman John C. 
Reed’s motion that: the entire matter be 


referred to council for action. 

The meeting was held for the purpose 
of hearing from the Georgia Electric 
Light Company. Attornev Preston Ark- 
wrizht, representing that company, stat- 
ed that council had compelled his com- 
pany to lay its wifes underground and it 
should not allow the Power company to 
put up even temporary wires. He de- 
clared if that company was allowed to 
put up wires they would not be taken 
down by October 9th. 

H. M. Atkinson, president of the corn- 
pany, also had a few words to say. In 
answer to a question he said that all 
overhead wires were more or less dan- 
gerous, and that was the reason hic com- 
pany was putting them under ground. 

H. H. Schaul, who was one of those 
consumers signing the petition, asserted 
that if the board declined to grant per- 
mission to the Power company to give 
this contemplated temporary competition 
that it would be tantamount to declaring 
a monopoly at once in favor of thé Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company. ° 

“You have a chance to let this company 
in,” said he. ‘You have already placed 
every restriction on them, and I think you 
should affirm your decision of the other 
day.’’ 

Attorney Jack J..Spalding, among other 
things, said that it was his opinion that 
the entire matter should have originated 
in council. ‘All the other company has 
got to do to get competition,’’ said he, 
‘is to build their system under the law 
and under their charter."’

Covering and some foreign buying 
supported the market for a brief period after 
the call, but before the first hour had passed 
the market was weak and declining steadily 
under selling for both accounts from nearly 
all quarters. The change in sentiment was 
largely the result of heavy port receipts, bet- 
ter crop accounts from the central belt, claims 
that Neill had increased his crop estimate 
500,000 bales, and reports that southern spot 
markets were weakening under heavy Offer- 
ings.

Prime on the Crop Situation. 


From New York Stockholder under date of 
Chicago, May [{|: Without any doubt the week 
now ‘closing, has been, all things considered, 
very backward and disagreeable. In some parts 
of the country cold and wet, in other parts, 
hot and dry, and in fact no uniformity what- 
ever, and we have been groping around in the 
dark waiting. for the return of sunshine and 
higher temperatures. The government has 
given us reports of the high average of the 
winter wheat crop which in the main are cor- 
rect. It has been many moons since the 
country has gone through sixty days of con- 
ditions so favorable for its winter seeded 
crops as it has during the present spring. 
I cannot remember a single season’ when I 
have received such a small number of re- 
ports with regard to plowing up the winter 
wheat, So far as that is concerned the crop 
came through intact. 

Furthermore we have not yet had any dis- 
astrous damage north of the Ohio river from 
insects of any kind, but south of the river in 
Texas and Oklahoma, the effect of insects has 
in many places been very disastrous to the 
winter wheat crop. North of the Ohio wheat 
today is all the way from ten to twenty-four 
inches in height and is jointing now very 
rapidly. 

Of course what the future will develop no 
one can tell, but unless very dry hot weather 
should sweep down upon us the indications 
now are that we shall escape all serious 
damage from insect life of every kind. 

Possibly we may have harvest of winter 
wheat ten to twelve days earlier than usual. 

Reserves of winter wheat in farmers’ hands 
are getting very low. 

The country has not done much the pres- 
ent week with planting corn. The ground has 
been so cold and wet that even if corn had 
been planted it would only have rotted, Hence, 
farmers have with very good sense waited 
for favorable changes before attempting to do 
anything with this important crop. 

Illinois state agricultural report, just pub- 
lished, makes the statement that there are 
15,000,000 bushels of corm more in farmers’ 
hands than there was at this date a year ago. 
I regard this as erroneous and misleading. 
If the statement had been correct, we should 
have had much larger receipts of corn at 
grain centers this winter and spring than 
have put in their appearance. It is impossi- 
ble, with the very best machinery to make any 
figures with regard to yield or reserves of 
crop in farmers’ hands, because they are lit- 
erally ‘‘the invisible supply,’’ and when you 
take into consideration the magnitude of the 
area from which such information has to come, 
we can form some little idea of the useless 
attempt to gather such information which at 
best is only approximated. 

We have not yet finished up seeding spring 
wheat and the general prospects are at the 
present time very favorable for a good stand, 

Oats are all seeded and so far have had a 
hard fight for existence. After” the oats were 
up they were more or less put back by cold 
dry weather and the general prospect of the 
crop at this date is not very encouraging.
